Because beading s often thought ot 
as an enjoyable but time-consuming 
craft, my aim here was to show

some way. Traditional 
techniques such as 
bead embroidery 
and jewellery making 
are included but 
the emphasis of

look with just a few beads. Conversely, you will 
see that ready-made beaded products such as 
fringing, braids and motifs are easy ways to add 
lots ot lovely beads quickly. 

To inspire you to look for imaginative ways 
to use beads try the chapters focussing on 
combining craft materials, such as polymer clay 
and multi-surface paints with beads.

This book brings together a diverse collection of attractive and 
easy to make projects that incorporate beads in a variety of 
ways. Traditional techniques such as jewellery making and bead 
embroidery are included, as well as ways to use beads with 
interesting materials like polymer clay, metal foil and glass. The clear 
instructions for each project are easy to follow whether you are a 
novice or an experienced crafter and any templates that you need 
are reproduced full size on pages 112-115. 

The projects are grouped together according to the materials used: 
the main projects are illustrated with step-by-step photographs, and 
the two variation ideas that follow have clear stepped instructions. 

Most of the techniques you will need are quick and simple ones and 
are described within the projects. There is also a colourful side panel, 
which provides additional inspiration for the particular craft material or 
type of bead that is the chapter focus. This panel will inspire you by 
giving some idea of what is available - perhaps a range of colours, 
different shapes and sizes of beads or alternative ways to use beads. 

The projects are many and varied: there are ideas for the home, 
such as a bead-fringed cushion, a pretty lampshade and a stylish 
photo frame. There are also delightful ideas to give as gifts, like a 
pot-pourri sachet and a felt journal, as well as lots of jewellery and 
accessories you just won't want to give away. There are 55 different 
projects to choose from - a cornucopia of delights for the bead 
enthusiast and keen crafter alike. 
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Pincraft - where beads are attached to polystyrene shapes with 
pins - is an attractive way to make a decorative ornament although 
it can be rather time consuming as you have to add the beads and 
sequins individually. These stunning beaded fruits have a similar

This cushion has been made from scratch with fabric but it is 
quite possible to add bead fringing to a ready-made cushion 
to create an almost instant luxurious finishing touch. Whether 
adding bead fringing to a ready-made item or making it. try 
out different bead fringings on the actual fabric to see what 
looks best. As beads are often translucent, they will take on 
the colour of the background fabric and can get lost on the 



wrong colour. As sewing machines will not stitch over beads, 
unravel some strands inside the seam allowance and sew in 
the thread end or glue securely to prevent beads falling off.

At one time glass paints would have been the only suitable 
product for creating the bright, jazzy design on these cocktail 
glasses but new paints have been developed that can be 
used on a variety of different surfaces. Because of its good 
adhesive quality, the paint is ideal not only for creating the 
design but also to stick the beads. The paints (see page 9) are 
designed to create a three-dimensional effect with a slightly 
raised surface and come in a container with a medium nozz- 
For greater control when making finer lines, you could attach 
a metal nozzle like the ones used for silk painting.

Although it is often thought of as a cheap and cheerful craft 
product for children, felt can be used to make some stunning 
designs that would not look out of place in the most stylish 
homes.

Simple papier mache or card boxes can be easily transformed 
into an exquisite beaded box suitable for jewellery or knick- 
knacks, which would make a lovely gift for a special friend. You 
can buy satin-covered boxes with a padded lid insert that can 
be covered with beaded fabric - these are often sold for cross 
stitch designs. Alternatively use an ordinary box and stretch the 
fabric over layers of wadding (batting) as shown here, and then 
finish with ribbon. If you can't find a box in the right colour it is 
quite easy to cover the box with mulberry paper to match the 
beaded fabric. The box shown is 1 1 .5cm (4V?in) in diameter.
